When the bill came up on order of final 
passage Thursday, much to the astonish- 
ent of everybody, Assemblyman Green, 
New York, moved that the bill be laid 
side. As Mr. Green is of the same politi- 
il faith as Senator Guy, and as there was 
no similar bill on the Assembly side of the 
House, and no one to champion the cause 
f the Guy bill, it was generally supposed 
t Mr. Green was acting as is custom- 
ary in such cases and was doing as Sena- 
tor Guy wished. In the confusion of rush- 
ng bills along the friends of the Guy bill 
lid not realize the true situation and the 
I] laid without protest.

Among the 
papers found on the prisoner was a copy 
of an invoice from the Consul at London 
before whom Goldmintz had declared the 
goods. A duplicate of this had been mailed 
to the Collector at New York. The goods 
seized consisted of three packages of dia 
monds and two packages of opals, worth in 
all about $1,650. 

The defense was that Goldmintz had no 
intention to smuggle the goods, but was 
unfamiliar with the customs procedure. 
He had, he claimed, after making his dec- 
laration to the American Consul and going 
aboard ship, given the goods to the purser 
for safe keeping, expecting that officer to 
declare them at the Custom House. When 
he arrived here he said he sought informa- 
tion as to how to get his goods and on ad- 
vice of a friend sent to a customs broker 
In the meantime meeting Theobold, Dono- 
hue and Brown, and understanding they 
came from the purser and would help in 
getting the through the Custom 
House, he went with them willingly to the 
ship, got the goods, and turned them over 
to these men.

a recent issue of THE CIRCULAR we 

referred to the annual report on watch 
inspection on the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé Railway system by H. S 
Montgomery, General Watch Inspector, 
Topeka, Kan. We have since received the 
report in full, which is in the form of a 
book of 70 8vo. pages. The volume is the 
first of its kind that has been issued and 
is a remarkable work. As an introduction, 
Mr. Montgomery makes the following re 
port to the Superintendent of the road

Dear Sir—I submit herewith, for your 
information, a report of watch inspection 
for the system lines, covering the rating of 
employes’ watches.

watches which are passed into the service 
of the company. The quotations given are 
for 24 hour tests in each position, watches 
having been set to correct reading for each 
position when put on trial for determining 
performance. This system of inspection 
insures, so far as possible to obtain, relia- 
bility in timekeeping. The usual methods 
of inspection have admitted of errors illim- 
itably gross, because no attention has here- 
tofore been given to position timing. Ev- 
ery competent watchmaker is aware of the 
wide range possible in position timing of 
watches, yet this company is the first to 
take cognizance of the fact and require 
the highest degree of excellence in this re- 
spect. Your attention is directed to the 
list of condemned watches, wherein will be 
found occasional instances where in the 
pendant or pocket position watches give 
evidence of precision, while in the dial 
cock position show a variation of over 
one minute in 24 hours. The caution you 
have taken in inspection rules secure their 
elimination. Under the present system it 
is impossible for an erratic watch to evade 
inspection and get into service. 

[ am pleased to state that employes gen- 
erally endorse the advanced position taken 
by the company in watch inspection, and 
are in sympathy with the progress thus in- 
Prior to a clear understanding

prejudice existed which has quite disap- 
peared with the knowledge gained demon- 
strating the necessity and wisdom of the 
company’s action. I find employes interest 
ing themselves in maintaining the system 





at its best by giving close attention to the 
rules. 

A few of the watch factories took excep- 
tion to the limit of error permittea by the 
rules, in the early date of their adoption, 
but have since not only acquiesced in the 
propriety of the departure, but most cor- 
dially endorsed it, and are equipping their 
products for service on this system with 
the highest possible degree of perfection. 
It is phenomenal, in many respects, that 
watches in constant service for more than 
a decade, two decades in instances, sub- 
jected to the trying usages which railroad 
service causes, to say nothing of the rav- 
ages of the unskilled repairer, should give 
such remarkable results as the following 
pages present. 

For the information of employes and all 
concerned, I have thought it advisable to 
append the rules governing the admission 
of watches into service.

The rules of inspection are as follows: 

Watches passed into service are first rated to 
following positions: 

Pendant up, dial up, cock up (dial down.) 

Watches are required to perform within a limit 
of error not exceeding six (6) seconds from posi 
tion, P to D, or P to C, in a twenty-four (24) 
hour test for each position 

As an example: A watch running three seconds 
fast in position P, three seconds slow in position 
LD, and three seconds fast in position C, would 
be passed into service, the extreme variation be- 
ing six (6) seconds. A greater variation in either 
~ the positions would condemn it. It is imma- 
terial whether a watch runs fast or slow when 
being tested for truth of position rating, because, 
if the position rate is correct, it would be merely 
a question of regulation to bring it to the thirty 
seconds per week limit indicated in Time Card 
Rule 16. 

Any watch in service, 
prior to June 1, 1896, which conforms to the for- 
mer standard of “fifteen jewels adjusted,” will be 
continued in service if its position rating con 
forms to the rules set forth in above paragraph 

Watches are tested for truth of performance by 
General Inspector, or authorized assistant, com 
parison for proving rate being made with chro 
nometer. 

Watches will not be tested when received “run 
down,” until run 24 hours, to establish regular 
rate.
